Texans to recover th# “Twtti Sisters, 
two cannon, relics, of the Texas Re­ 
public and later of the civil war, was 
abandoned. 
The last aurvivor of the 
group of five men who buried the rel­ 
ics during the civil war, that they 
might not fall into the hands of Fed­ 
eral troops and be turned against the 
sons of those who had cherished them 
for the part they played in gaining 
Texas* independence, breathed his last 
Tuesday morning at 8:3U o'clock with­ 
out designating the place where the 
cannon were buried. 
Mr. Graves died 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. J. 
N. Bi ghee, 409 North Haskell avenue. 
The “Twin Sisters” gifts to the Tex­ 
as Republic by a woman’* society of 
Cincinnati, O., were buried in the vi­ 
cinity of Harrisburg, Texas, dunng 
the latter days of the civil war. They 
played an important part in the early 
history of the Texas Republic and 
were used by General Sam Houston 
against the Mexican president 
and 
General Santa Anna. During the Civil 
War the Twin Sisters were in posses­ 
sion of a party of 72 men who garri- 
aoned Galveston Island. 
H a r t!-pressed 
by the Yankees, Dr. Graves with three 
other soldiers and a 
negro 
slipped 
them from the garrison during the 
dead of the night and carried them to 
the vicinity of Harrisburg where they 
were buried in a field. Dr. Graves was 
the last survivor of the party. 
Born in Plains Hill, Tenn., July 20, 
1816, Dr. Graves moved to Texas in 
1860, settling near Gonzales. He was 
the son of Rev. and 
Mrs. 
H. A. 
Graves. 
His father, 
a 
Methodist 
minister in Tennessee. 
At the out 
break of the Civil War Dr. Graves 
joined the Confederate 
forces 
and 
served as a dispatch rider in Forest’s 
Cavalry until detailed with 71 other 
men to garrison Galveston Island. He 
was discharged from the Confederate 
army immediately after the surren­ 
der of Lee 
at Appomattox

If State Press were 
the league of nations he would dis 
arm everybody. 
He would imprison 
for life any m anufacturer who made 
a pistol or a cartridge. 
He would 
jail any m anufacturer who made 
gun with a barrel less than ten feet 
long 
He would drown in midsea any 
king, congress or parliam ent who or 
which appropriated more than a mil 
lion dollars a year to an arm y or 
navy. 
He would hang by the neck 
for the sustenance of the crows any 
man who murdered another man or 
robbed another man by force of arms 
Probably S. P. will never become a 
universal dictator, but he promises 
that if he ever does he will be a 
humdinger, and the people in their 
gratitude will call him cute.—Dallas-

When Judge Miller was pleading 
for the armed citizenship in Dallas he 
said th a t the chief of police advised 
that everybody 
hide 
their 
jewels, 
money and silverware, get a gun and 
go down town to fight the highway 
men.

The com m ittee appointed to aw ard 
the Free Scholarship a t the College 
of Industrial A rts fo r the term of 
1921-22, which w as offered by. the 
W om an's Club of B ryan, Texas, to 
the Brazos County girl, over fifteen 
years of age, m aking the greatest 
num ber of points out of a possible 
500 in certain work outlined in the 
* contest, afte r careful and m ature de­ 
liberation, announces th a t Miss Jewell 
M athis of Steep Hollow, is entitled to 
the scholarship, having 
made 
450 
points out of the possible 500 while 
the second prize w as won by Miss 
Jewell JBroach of Tabor, who made 
225 points out of a possible 500. This 
prize is a free scholarship to 
the 
Sum m er Short Course a t the A. and 
M. College. 
Miss M athis started out by plant­ 
ing a bed of cabbage and tom atoes 
and posted a sign reading, “These 
H an ts Are for Sale ” 
W ith the mon­ 
ey thus secured also the money re­ 
ceived from assisting her m other with 
the dairy work, she bought paper and 
papered the living room w ith the as­ 
sistance of another m em bers of the 
fam ily. 
She then stained the floor 
and 
stnciled 
unbleached 
curtains 
which she hung over the windows 
a fte r which she made a piano cover 
to m atch, then gathered up the old 
rags around the place which she dyed 
and used to make homemade rugs. 
The shades w ere turned and made to 
look like new. She next selected some 
old pieces of lum ber and made a med­ 
icine cabinet and w ashstand fo r her 
room. 
These she stained herself. 
Miss M athis was so positive that 
she would be the successful contest 
a n t th a t she made her school dress 
according to the requirem ents of C. I 
A., using blue gingham , also other 
articles which would be used a t this 
school. 
Thus she scored 20 points in 
walls papered or tinted; windows— 
shades or curtains, 20; floors—paint­ 
ed or stained, homemade rugs, 30; 
furniture—homemade, 20, and general 
arrangem ent, IO, or a total of IOO 
points out of a possible IOO points in 
home interior. 
Outside or the home exterior was 
made com pletely w hite, th at is the 
fence posts, window boxes, etc. She 
made window 
boxes, 
and 
painted 
them , then beautified the porch with 
hanging baskets which she made and 
painted and decorated with tree moss 
from the trees in the woods while o r­ 
nam ental vines w ere grow n in the 
baskets. The .general arrangm ent and 
plans of her flow er beds w ere worked 
out so well th a t the annuals would 
follow each other, such old-fashioned 
flow ers being grown as sw eet clover, 
pinks, bachelor 
buttons, 
touch-me- 
nots, petunias, etc. 
The Home E x­ 
terio r w as her W aterloo so fa r as 
m aking a perfect score w as concern­ 
ed, but through no fau lt of hers, 
scoring as follows: Pot plants and 
boxes, 20; flow er beds and vinos, IO, 
And general arrangem ents and ap­ 
pearances 20, m aking a score of 50 
out of a possible IOO.

doors screened counted 30 points and 
she could not do this as it had already 
been attended to, while law n grass 
scored 20, which w as out of' her pro­ 
vince under the conditions.
